of Aeroplane In 


Daring Feat of Bird-man Proves Value 


Naval Warfare. 


Lightly as a Feather Curtiss Racing Biplane Lights 
Upon Deck of Pennsylvania After Graceful Sweep 
Through Air from Selfridge Field, San Francisco. 
Apparent Ease Robs Flight of Spectacular Features. 


8 AN FRANCISCO, Jan. 18.— Flying 
a Curtiss racing biplane, Eugene 
B. Ely today made a successful 
landing on Ahe cruiser Pennsylvania, 
and an hour later rose from the deck

Ely’s flight was a feature of the pro- 
gramme of the aviation meet, which 
is in progress here. 

Advetse weather had caused post- 
ponement of the attempt from day to 
day, but when Ely reached Selfridge 
Field this morning and sized up the 
atmospheric conditions as favorable, 
he at once decided to make a try at u. 
The day was smoky but windless and 
the air heavy. 

RISES WITH EASE. 

—It was just 20:45 o’clock when he left 
the ground and there were few spec- 
tators in the field, excepting the offi- 
clals of the meet and the Thirtieth In- 
fantry, encamped within the inclosure.

Delega- 
tions representing both opinions were 
present from as far away as Los Ange- 
les, while the anti-suffragists also had 
in their ranks Miss Minnie Brunson of 
New York. 

The pit-a-pat of gloved hands, and 
modulated laughter were heard follow- 
ing the telling shots of each speaker. 
Personalities of national interest were 
made to figure in the argument, the 
anti-siffragists asserting that Miss 
Jane Addams, founder and head of 
Hull House, Chicago, who has been 
termed “America’s foremost 
was by her life, an example of how 
much more a woman could do without 
suffrage than she could hope to accom- 
plish with it. 

Massachusetts, Wyoming and Wash- 
ington, were freely drawn upon in U- 
lustration, but the main contention evi- 
dently lay about Colorado. Of this 
State the suffragists asserted that it 
had many good laws because of the in- 
fluence of women, and the anti-suffra- 
gists as flatly declared that the women 
had done nothing remarkable and that 
some of the boasted reforms were full 
of holes from a legal point of view. 

Of Washington it was said that the 
newly enfranchised women already 
were begging off from jury service and 
that, by an election at Anacortes, it 
was shown that women do not make 
an appreciably new factor in the liquor 
question. 

HEARING ON BELL'S BILL. 

The hearing was on a constitutional 
amendment (8. C. A. 6) introduced by 
Senator Bell of Pasadena, an admin- 
istration leader, providing equal suf- 
frage for women.

Summer Droughts. 


Roosevelt Reservoir Filling 


Fast to Capacity. 
Work on Big Dam Practical- 
ly Completed Now. 


[Sfectal Correspondence of The Times} 
PHOENIX (Ariz.) Jan. 17.~The riv- 
ers of Central Arizona still continue at 
flood, though the heavy rainfall of the 
past week is not continuing over into 
this week. Salt River, below Phoenix. 
is still out of ford. The water is al- 
most wholly from the Verde, for the 
gates at Roosevelt are tightly closed, 


held only 22.0% acre feet, at a height 
of only sixty-two feet against the dam. 
Today the storage amounts to about 
120,000 acre feet, about 103 feet deep at 
the dam. Even without another storm, 
the level will steadily rise for several 
weeks to come, giving absolute assur- 
ance of protection from drouth for the 
Salt River Valley this year. 

With the exception of some electrical 
development, the work at Roosevelt is 
practically complete and the locality 
will soon be abandoned by J. M. 
O Rourke and Company, the contract- 
ing firm. So the Reclamation Service 
is inviting offers for the rental as a 
hotel of the building which has been 
used as contractor’s headquarters. 

At the first annual meeting of the

MANY RUSSIANS END LIVES. 


Epidemic of Suicide Reported at 
St. Petersburg Where Nine Cases a 
Day Is a Common Occurrence. 

[RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 18.—[Exciu- 
sive Dispatch.] Suicide is astoundingly 
prevalent in Russia. Even among 
young people, and particularly among 
students the epidemic is general 
throughout the country. Your corres- 

pondent is able to give the official fig- 
ures for St. Petersburg. Here there 
were nine suicides on December 21. 
twelve on December 26, nineteen on De- 
cember 27, and eight on December 29. 
In one week in this city alone there 
were sixty-two suicides or a daily aver- 
age of nine.

This society -teaches 
the young that while Russia is utterly 
disorganized and cast down, a better | 
day is coming and that the rising gen- 
eration must nerve itself to hasten that 
day.

CONFESSES HE 
EMBEZZLER. 


Prisoner Says He Is Fugitive 
from Alabama. 


Was Deputy Clerk in United 
States District Court. 


Blames Downfall on Gam- 
bling and Wine Cup. 


Arrested after a flight of about 2500 
miles, M. Keating, formerly deputy 
clerk in the United States Court at 
Montgomefty, Ala, startled the officers 
at police headquarters by confessing 
that he is a defaulter of government 
funds to the extent of more than $2000. 
Federal officers in Los Angeles 
quickly communicated with fellow -offi- 
cers in Montgomery, and the result 
of the investigation will probably be 
known today. The prisoner's state- 
ments bear the stamp of truth, and 
little doubt is entertained by the po- 
lice that Keating is really wanted in 
the Alabama capital. 

The first heard of Keating In Los 
Angeles was at 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning, when, gloriously drunk, he 
entered the Arcade depot and ordered 
the waiting passengers to clear out. 


The passengers ob and the re- 
sult was a battle royalgjin which Keat- 
ing was bested by Iman Koehn. 


Keating, full of “squirrel whiskey,” 
showed the police what is called a 
lively time, even at the Central Sta- 
tion, where he was searched under re- 
straint by two or three officers. 

He told the desk sergeant his name 
Was “8S. Scroggins.” Then he put up 
another fight, but was finally ushered 
into the drunk tank. 

CONFESSES GUILT. 

As the afternoon wore on, the effects 
of the liquor began to wear off, and 
Keating had a vivid session with re- 


morse. 
“Here, I'm wanted in Alabama,” he 
said to the jailer.

I have been in town.”

It is unfair to accept the returns of the 
county assessor as a rule with which to 
gauge our neighbors. Medsuring men only 
by the sum total of their realities and per- 
sonalities, he announces such a man is 
worth thousands, and such a man is 
worth nothing; and across the broad fields, 
end through busy streets, and into the 
n of workshops and offices, even into the 
sanctuary of God, where men kneel side by 
ide if they ever do kneel in Los Angeles, 
which is a matter of some doubt—comes 
the echo of the assessor's voice saying, 
“this man is rich, and that man is poor.” 
Is not this a most unfair way of valuing 
men? The capitalist has lots, and dividend- 
paying stock, and brick blocks, and money, 
and perhaps nothing else except an innate 
consciousness of his own great poverty. 
And the poor man, the miserable wretch, 
whom the most accommodating Shylock 
would not lend the smallest sum on the 
shortest time, at the most exorbitant rate. 
is maybe the richer of the two in spite 
of the asSessor. He is a painter and owns 
Van Dyck and Rubens. He is a poet, and 
rich in thick-coming fancies. He is a hu- 
manitarian, and wealthy in noble impulses 
He is a student, and daily pushes the grasp- 
ing fingers of his mind into a casket of 
gems. He draws out the diamonds of 
Bacon's philosophy, the sparkling gems of 
Macaulay's rhetoric, the loving amethysts 
of Shelley's poesy, or the grand old rubies 
of Carlyle. Some cynic or fool has said 
thdt “money will buy everything.” Not so. 
It will buy ease, comfort and luxury. It will 
buy the leisure for pleasanter pursuits 
than its accumulation—and in that it is 
valuable. It will buy the semblance of re 
spect, and very often the substance of 
power. It can silence the tongue of de 
traction and turn even the mighty currents 
of popular opinion. It can buy beautiful 
palaces and pleasant villas, fast horses and 
costly furniture. It can illuminate cities, 
it is only a means at last. It is only a 
span continents and bridge rivers—but, 


god-mind. It is the mighty slave of the 
lamp or the ring, but the Aladdin who di- 
rects it sits powerful and invincible, 
wrapped in the purple robes of creative 
genius.

This State, great and prosperous as 
it is. is after sixty years of life still only 
in its . purple swaddling cloths.

Until within a few years ago, no one could 
state with certainty how eels breed. For 
centuries naturalists have known a small, 
elongated, flattened, pellucid marine fish, 
called leptecephalids, by reason of their 
curiously small heads. In the latter part of 
the nineteenth century, a leptocephalid in 
an aquarium in France was observed to be 
come gradually opaque and cylindrical, un- 
til it turned into a little congereel. A few 
years later it was demonstrated by Gassi 
that a species of leptocephalid, to be found 
near the Strait of Messina, was the long 


Now, we are informed, eels when full 
grown, make their way from ponds, ditches 
and stream into large rivers, and from these 
to the sea, where they spawn at quite a 

On the way to the ocean the skin 
of the eel becomes silvery, Its eyes: grow 
large and dark, and the milt and eggs de- 
velop in both sexes. The leptocephalids 
grow to a length of about three inches, and 
then ascend rivers in the form of elvers, or 


young eels. 


In the forests of Michoacan, one of the 
most picturesque of the Mexican States, 
may be seen groups of native women and 
children engaged in picking up and placing 
in baskets what at first sight look like nuts. 
These are the Mexican ear beans, and they 
are gathered and sold by the natives for 
shipment to France, where they are used 
to tan leather for shoes. The bean 16 80 
named by reason of its resemblance to the 
human ear. It grows wild on a small tree 
that reaches the height of twenty or thirty 
feet, with wide, branching Jimbs. As many 
as ten bushels often grow on a single tree. 
When ripe they fall to the ground, and over 
many extensive tracts, not only in Michoa- 
can. but in Colima and Guerrero, untold 
thousands of bushels remain u in 
the forests. It is not difficult to hire natives 
to pick them up at 1 cent a pound. To be 
used for tanning, the beans have only to 
be dried and ground; and so rich are they 
in astringent qualities, that a very small 
quantity of the bean meal is sufficient to 
tan a hide.

CONTRACTOR ron GOVERNMENT 
GETS PINS SET TO HUSTLE.

Breakwater Builder Makes Ready 
to Start in Pronto After the Om- 
of His Contract. 
ny Things to Be Doing Around 
Harbor Through Coming Year. 


Like a very antitype of the eat 
Fitzjames of Collantogle fame, 
tractor W. S. Russell is of the opin- 
don that the rock will fly presently. 
He is making extensive preparations 
looking toward assisting it to fly. In 
fact, it is not waiting upon anything 
except the deliberately pondered word 
of Uncle Sam to begin a sort of modi- 
fied aviation from granite quarries 
sixty miles inland, to San Pedro, focus 
of the Los Angeles harbor enterprise. 

Russell is the contractor to whom 
was awarded the government contract 
for the completion of the big San Pe- 
dro breakwater. Into the gap left 
by the orginal builders to prevent the 
silting-up they feared. Russell is 
presently to begin dumping big rocks 
and . little rocks and middile-sized 
rocks until the entire 1900-foot, high- 
water hiatus is bridged over by an 
enormous dam, fifteen feet wide ae 
the top and reaching far above the 
highest point reached by the most tur- 
bulent tide. For this service Uncle 
Sam will pay him $1.38 a ton for rock 
in place. 
By the terms of the agreement, the 
contractor is to have ninety days be- 


| tween the time of the final approval 


of the contract and the commencement 
of the work. . Theoretically, this is 
supposed to supply him with the nec- 
essary interval in which to make the 
extensive preparations required for a 
job of that size. Russell, however, 
contemplates taking time by the fore- 


holds it affords, and cutting a respec- 
table chunk out of that estimated to 
ry for the fulfilling of his 
contract. He is getting his pins 
all set ta start in on the work al- 
most simultaneously with the return 
of the doduments from Washington. 
Arrangements have been made for 
the securing of the stone to be used, 
which. like that of the original break- 
water, 2 come from the Declez 
quarries the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road. It will all be good hard Cali- 
fornia granite, sharp-angled and close- 
packing, in pieces running all the way 
from a few pounds up to a score of 
tons. For handling the bits of the 
latter dimensions, cranes will be em- 
ploye.l both at the foot of the Espee 


ries. The total rock necessary if es- 
timated at something like 150,000 tons; 
the time needed for the job at about 
fifteen months. 

The quarry work will be handled by 
a force of about sixty expertenced 
hard-rock men, mdst of whom are 
ready to go out at a moment's no- 
tice. The force at the breakwater it- 
self will be considerably smalier, on 
account of the lesser work involved 
in the placing of the stone. They will 
be recruited: chiefly from the old 
breakwater force and from the dam- 
builders of Russell's last job, the new- 
ly-finishe’d 606-foot dam in the Owens 
Valley, above Bishop. 

Altogether. the work on the har- 
bor promises to be lively for the next 
year or 80. San Francisco suc- 
tion dredge, promised for assistance 
on the channel job undertaken by the 
Standard American Dredging Com- 
pany for the Tacoma concern, will be 
on the job within a few days. The 
present clamshell scoop will then be 
removed to the vicinity of Deadman’s 
Island, and the big digger will take 
up in earnest the business of sucking 
up two qnillion cubic yards of mud 
to make channels from the turning 
basin to the east and. west basins. 
It is the interition of the contractors 
to tackle the cast channel first, start- 
ing from the turning basin itself.
